The Long Beach State cross country team kicked off the 2009 season on 
Sept. 5 with a bang, placing second in both the men’s and women’s races 
at the Fullerton Season opener. 

The women competed against 25 other schools and fell short of the top 
spot by 12 points. The men were in a field of 19, losing to Cal Poly Pomona 
by a mere 10 points. In cross country, points are based off of each runner's 
time, with the overall score comprised of the top five runner's scores. 

While the high finish wasn't necessarily surprising, second year head 
coach Patrick Cunniff didn’t expect the team to hit its stride until later 
in the season. The early success not only builds confidence within the 
program and momentum going in to key future meets, it sends a message 
to the rest of the region that the 4gers are a team to be reckoned with, ac- 
cording to Cunniff. 

“The meet went really well,” Cunniff said. “We like to start out with 
a relatively low-key meet, and we ran better than I expected us to. It 
showed all of the hard work and preparation leading up to the season paid 
off.” 

According to Cunniff, each year the team doesn’t meet for official prac- 
tices until August, so the entire off-season is comprised of individual work. 
Such a long period of unsupervised practices could lead to cutting corners 
on a lot of teams, but the upper-class leadership set a tone that will be 
maintained throughout the rest of the year. 

“The strong work ethic has continued through 
the season,” Cunniff said. “We have three or four 
guys running 100 miles a week, and some of our top 
women are running 75-85 miles on a weekly basis.” 

The men’s team has returned several experienced 
standouts that Cunniff expects to drive the team’s 
success this year. Leading the pack is fifth-year se- 
nior Dylan Jaedtke, who was the team’s top runner 
two years ago before red-shirting last year. Jaedtke, 
a native of Simi Valley, Calif. owns the 11th fastest 8k 
time in school history at 24:50. 

Junior Travis Kuhlman is also expected to make a 
significant impact this year after leading the team 
in the 10k race at the Western Regionals the last two 
years running. Among the others expected to make 
critical contributions are sophomores Raul Arcos 
and Matt Maldonado, who each competed in six 
races for the agers last season. 

On the women's side, junior Jennifer Rodriguez 
leads a team filled with young talent. Sophomore 
Alisia Barajas returns after being a major contribu- 
tor in her freshman campaign. Sophomore Elisabeth 
Ramos, a transfer from University of San Diego, is 
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a welcomed addition. Talented 
freshman Annie Randall, a her- 
alded recruit out of Saugus, Calif. 
is expected to play a huge role as 
well. 

In the season opener, Randall 
led the team in the 6k race with a 
time of 23:11.40 seconds, and was 
followed closely by Barajas, Ramos, 
and Rodriguez, who all finished 
within 28 seconds of Randall. 

The men were led by Arcos, 
Jaedtke, Josh Ruff, Steven DeCas- 
tro, and Jacob Ainsworth, who all 
finished under 27 minutes in the 
8k race. Only Cal Poly Pomona, a 
team returning 11 runners, had a 
better overall score than the agers. 

While the impressive opening 
showing has helped jumpstart the 
season, the team knows that many 
challenges lay ahead. In fact, Coach 
Cunniff believes the team may be 
a victim of circumstance given the 
high-level of talent throughout 
the rest of the region this season, 
particularly in the men’s division. 

“This year is one of the best years I've ever seen for men’s 
cross country in the Big West and Western Region,” Cun- 
niff said. “We have one of our best teams ever, but it will 
still be an uphill challenge.” 

Cunniff cited Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo as the top team in the confer- 
ence, with four or five other teams 
posing as strong threats to the 4gers. 
With October meets at Stanford, Santa 
Clara, and Cal State Fullerton, the team 
will be tested early on how they can 
match up with the rest of the west. The 
difficult schedule has not dampened 
the spirits of the men’s team however, 
who are adamant about reaching their 
preseason goals. 

“Our base goal every year is to be in 
the top 15 in the region,” Cunniff said. 
“But both teams have set an ultimate 
goal of being in the top 10 in the region 
and top 3 in the conference.” 

With all eyes on the season, Coach 
Cunniff hasn't forgotten about the 
future of the program. With so much 
player turnover in college athletics due 
to injuries, transfers, ineligibility, and 
graduation, it’s essential to place a high 


emphasis on recruiting year in and year out. 

“We're always looking at the top prospects (per NCAA 
rules, coaches aren't allowed to talk about specific ath- 
letes),” Cunniff said. “And with our continuing success and 
building the reputation of our program we expect to land 
talented runners.” A 
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The San Francisco Bay Area has been known to produce 
high profile punk bands over the years, including Green 
Day, Rancid, AFI, and even old school heroes Dead Kenne- 
dys.

four-piece, he ll tell you three musically familiar names: 
The Movielite, Blink-182 and New Found Glory. 

TTNY’s inception began in 2006 when Wiseman and 
current original members Pete Dowdails (vocals) and De- 
nis Cohen (guitars) started writing music. 

“We've always played in bands together so we've always 
kind of been writing music and trying new things and 
seeing what happens, and then this band came about and 
here we are, says Wiseman. 

Soon after, the band enlisted bassist Tony Allio and 
started creating their own spin on the trademark 
sound, while learning from some of the genre's fore 
fathers, in fact the band’s moniker came from The 
Movielife album of the same name. When asked if 
the name had any other connotations aside from the 
album, Wiseman simply says, “Not really,” and “We 
had a few other names in mind that were kind of 
similar.” 

This Time Next Year got their feet wet in the music 
scene in 2006 when they recorded and self-released 
a 5-song demo, unleashing their honest delivery of 
punchy and heartfelt pop-punk with an extra dose 
of fun, minus the gimmicks. 

“lthink we're writing music that’s not really 
around right now, says Wiseman. We dont have 
any dance beats or breakdowns every two seconds 
that just make no sense.” 

The band continued to craft catchy songs on their 
next releases: 2007s, A Place For You, and 2008s 
4-song EP “The Longest Way Home,’ which were 
released through Run For Cover Records. 

, Their music, while not entirely original (at least for 
the genre,) was polished and catchy and caught the 
attention of Equal Vision Records, who signed the 
band and immediately helped them land a heavy- 
weight: expert producer Brian McTernan.

The acclaimed producer's resume in- 
cludes Senses Fail and Thrice and he has a 
knack for turning the knobs and generat- 
ing an appealing sound that has been 
wonderfully captured on every album 

_ he’s touched, though what happened 

_when the band first got in contact with 
McTernan was somewhat of a shock. 
_ “Temailed him and we were like, ‘Hey 
we like what you've done before, here are 

_ our songs, we'd like to work with you in 
the future,” Wiseman recalls. McTernan 
was on board and committed to the re- 
cord without any knowledge of financial 

_ backing. Wiseman calls this unexpected 
decision something that was, “based on 
_ what he liked in his ears.”

The 
lights dim, the theater darkens and the show is about to

Born and raised in Los Angeles, 22-year-old CSULB 
theater arts major and one of the leads in this production 
of “Rocky Horror,” Steffan Muntsinger, (starring as Riff-Raff 
in the photos wearing the long, blonde wig,) was inspired 
by the power of theatrical performance from an early age. 
“As a child I was apart of Boy Scouts that incorporated 
plays. I remember in one of the skits I played a ghost,” 
recalls Muntsinger. “I was given one line to say, and was 
to fall down dead afterward. I put so much into my fall, 
trying to make it look as dramatic as possible, that I ended 
up hitting my head on a folding chair nearby. Yet, I tried to stay in 
the moment and lay on the floor without the audience knowing I 
was actually hurt.” 


Celebrating his seven year anniversary with the “Rocky Horror” 


production, Muntsinger reflects on his time with the cast they 
call Midnight Insanity. 
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“Iwent with a group of friends back in 2002 to see the show 
for ourselves,” says Muntsinger. “I didn't know what to expect.” 
Being known for pushing the envelope on what is considered 
the social norm, “The Rocky Horror Picture Show’ “is thought 
provoking, extremely provocative, and is not afraid to flaunt 
every aspect of sexuality,” says first time audience member, Paul 
Clarken. 

Not too long after Muntsinger’s first visit, 
he joined the cast of Midnight Insanity as a 
character named Riff-Raff, who in the show is 
the “creepy butler.” 

On the night of his seven year anniversary 
with “Rocky Horror”, Muntsinger once again 
appears as Riff-Raff. 

With his face layered with pale stage 
makeup, raggedy blond hair falls from the sides 
of his head hitting him shoulder length. The 
crown of his head is left exposed by a balding 
cap and Muntsinger is armed with a feather 
duster roughly a foot and a half long. Riff-Raff 
takes the stage. 

Staff member, Shevaun Weitzel says, “Steffan 
is an amazing Riff-Raff, who puts a lot of time 
putting himself together for the show; he

“Treally enjoy thinking intellectually when it comes to my 
performance on stage,” says Muntsinger. “I hope by the end of 
my acting career, I’m able to provoke thought in my audience, 
and make people really think about philosophical life issues 
that were conveyed in the theatrical pieces I performed.” 

This deep connection with acting may have never came 
to fruition, however, as Muntsinger became increasingly 
frustrated with his acting experience in high school. 

“T felt like I was a scapegoat in the intro to theater class as 
well as the drama club,” recalls Muntsinger. “People tended to 
try and make me feel stupid, since there were certain things 
about theater I was unfamiliar with. I often got disapproving 
looks from the teacher and felt like the black sheep and that I 
didn't belong in theater”

One year later, Muntsinger found his way to the Warner 
Grand Theater with friends to enjoy “The Rocky Horror Picture 
Show” from the audience perspective. 

“I decided to join since I felt like an outcast and wanted to 
find my place in life, let alone in theater,” says Muntsinger. 
“Rocky Horror reinstated the idea that theater and being 
apart of a cast could be fun and rewarding.” 

Since then, Munstinger and his cast mates of Midnight 
Insanity have continued to put on one of the best “Rocky 
Horror Picture” shows in Southern California. And despite 
the fact that the group is a volunteer organization, Midnight 
Insanity sets the bar extremely high, and aim for screen 
accuracy with both their props and characters. 

“There are so many Rocky Horror shows all over the world, 
but here in Southern California, what makes our production so 
different from all the rest is that our cast is known to be the most 
accurate,” says Weitzel. “We strive to make our performances, 
props, and costumes match the movie as much as possible. We ROCKY HORROR BEACH SHOW 
like it the way.” 

As Muntsinger watches the stage crew scurry about back 
stage, he says, “It still amazes me how much Midnight Insanity 


was able to accomplish through the years, given that the cast 
is not paid. Instead, cast members put money from their own 
pockets to support the continuation of the show.” 


As a theater arts major at CSULB, Muntsinger has learned a 
great deal about himself, which he says he never would have 
discovered without “The Rocky Horror Picture Show.” 
“T have learned how to tap into the natural set of 
emotions, understanding how much is too much or 
too little to convey my message,” says Muntsinger. 
“Tended up finding out more clearly what character 
traits define me as an actor.”

From sauerkraut to suspenders, accordions to trombones 
everywhere you look at Old World Village in Huntington 
Beach during Oktoberfest puts you in the German spirit. 
From Sept. 6 to Nov.1 you can enjoy the festivities every 
Wednesday through Sunday. For a night of beer chugging 
and drunken chants, Fridays and Saturdays are your best 
bet. For a more relaxing day, maybe one with the family, 
Sundays are the day for you. 

When first arriving to the Village, you are greeted by 
winding brick pathways, each taking you to different 
shops, restaurants, pubs and candy stores. One stop worth 
making in the Old World Village is Michelle and Patricia 
Weiss's Homemade Strudel. If the aroma of warm, sea- 
soned apples doesn’t lure you in, the taste sure will. For $9 
you can take home a large slice of the flakey, gooey cre- 
ation. Their tips for taking home the strudel, “Warm it up 
in the microwave then either top it with vanilla ice cream 
or have with a cold glass of milk.” 

Another stop you will want to make is at the Rathskel- 
ler Authentic Bavarian Pub. You can hear the loud, joyous 
music just by standing outside the steep stairs that lead 
you into the rustic pub. The menu gives a variety of foods 
including bratwurst, wieners and strammermax, which is 
veal loaf topped with fried egg. An interesting concoction 
you can dare one of your buzzed friends to try. Along with 
authentic food there is of course authentic beer. Warstein- 
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er Pils! Spaten Pils! Kostrizer Schwarz Bier! Oh my! 

Once you do decide to plunge into the real Oktoberfest, 
beyond the gates inside the Village is where you will find 
the true party. Beneath Beer Garden’s wooden beamed 
ceiling decorated with German beer banners are rows of 
picnic tables, lines for BBO Pork on a roll and a live German 
band. Though the seats may be sticky from spilt brew, it’s 
only a pleasant reminder of previous partiers who have 
been making the most of their Oktoberfest experience. 
One 23-year-old first timer, Tom Dawson said, “I'll definitely 
come back again. It doesn’t get any better than cold beer, 
great food and fun people.” 

The band is fully-fitted in German attire and rightfully 
drinking beer on stage during the performance. But they 
aren't the only ones in festive outfits, many of the other 
workers and dancing participants are dressed up as well, 
adding to the whole experience. On the dance floor in 
the middle of the barn-like building are all sorts of danc- 
ing couples from new lovers, old lovers, father- daughter 
dances and goofy friends frolicking to a new beat, every- 
one gets in to it. Above the dance floor is a huge disco ball 
and colored lights that create the perfect atmosphere 
for merrymaking. 

Behind the beer and food counter are happy, smil- 
ing women that are matched with their younger and 
even friendlier counterparts, the shot girls who roam 
around the rows of seats offering $6 Jagermeister 
shots. Erika, one of the official shot girls gave some 
advice, “Be prepared to stand in lines just for the 
shots on Friday and Saturday. And | also serve Apple 
Schnapps and Agua’ which is said to be an aphrodi- 
siac. 

Some other activities to enjoy at Oktoberfest in- 
clude dachshund races every Sunday, flavored cigar 
tasting and beer pong, with a $10 entry fee and prizes 
for winning. Even if you aren't of German descent, or 
even from Huntington Beach, Oktoberfest is loved by 
all.
